RULING BY THE CHAIR 

With regard to the moving of motions or amendments, the practices in Committee are similar to the 

practices in the House. Whenever notice is not required, a Member may move a motion in one 

language and submit it in writing. After the Chair is satisfied that the motion is admissible, the motion 

is proposed to the Committee by being read aloud by the Chair. In this case, the Chair asked Mr. 

Rivard, the witness from the Department of Justice, to read it aloud. 

Standing Order 46 also states that any Member may request that a motion proposed without notice be 

read at any time during debate. This ensures that the essence of the motion is clearly understood and 


that it is available in the other language through the simultaneous interpretation services. 


In this particular instance, the amendment was proposed without notice during an animated debate on 
clause 18. Mr. Ménard claims that there may have been some confusion or some misunderstanding 
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regarding the intent of the amendment because it was proposed in such a fashion. The Chair is 
extremely reluctant to reopen decisions already taken by the Committee as this could severely limit the 
progress the Committee has made on the bill. The Chair has the authority to enforce order in the 
Committee, but feels that the proceedings were conducted in an orderly manner and that the Chair did 
have unanimous consent to proceed in that manner. Had any Member present been unclear as to the 
intent of the amendment, they could have requested that it be read again. The decision of the 
committee taken at that time therefore stands.
